Amid the growing uproar: over 
President Coolidge’s order author- 
izing State anl local officials to act 
as Federal prohibition agents, the 
White House yesterday defended 
the action, and the Senate unani- 
mously directed its judiciary com- 
mittee to investigate its legality.

PAYNE OFFERS HELP 


Dr. L. S. Rowe Declares Body 
Best Adapted to Acvance 
Ideas of Peace. 


The ills of humanity are common 
to all nations and cooperation 
among all nations is needed to com- 
bat them, President Coelidge de- 
clared yesterday in greeting the 
delegates to the second Pan-Amer- 
ican Red Cross conference. 

The conference, which opened in 
Memorial Continental hall, is being 
attended by delegates from eighteen 
countries in the western hemisphere 
and by ‘“‘observers’’ from virtually 
every nation in. Europe and Asia. 
The actual business sessions will 
start today in the Pan-American 
Union building. 

Spanish is spoken by a majority 
of the delegates. To save the time 
that would have been consumed by 
an interpreter, translated copies of 
the President’s address were pro- 
vided the delegates in advance. 


Tacna-Arica Discussed. 


Judge John Barton Payne, chair- 
man of the American Red Cross, 
paused long enough in his multi- 
tudinous duties yesterday to send a 
cablegram to Japan offering aid to 
the survivors of the volcano erup- 
ition in the Tokachi province. 

A political note was sounded at 
the conference by Leon V. Blanco, 
the Bolivian delegate. Alluding to 
the Tacna-Arica situation, he de- 
clared Bolivia has ‘‘an indisputable 
right for an outlet to the sea.” If 
Bolivia’s claims are heard, he said, 
she will be able to develop her insti- 
tutions with greater liberty. 

The President praised the Red 
Cross for its efforts to relieve hu- 
man suffering in peace and in war, 
and declared that it was taking a 
definite part in the building of a 
new international order. 


Tolerance Must Grow. 


He recalled the formation of the 
League of Red Cross Societies in 
1919 for the ‘‘promotion of health, 
the prevention of disease and the 
mitigation of suffering throughout 
the world.”’ Since that time, he 
said. notable results have been 
achieved in the relief of disaster 
victims, in combating epidemics, in 
the development of nursing and in 
the improvement of the general 
health. 

Mr. Coolidge spoke not only as 
the President of the United States, 
but as the president of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross as well. 

‘Social organization 
keeps pace with human activity 
in science, industry and com- 
merce,’ he said. ‘‘The very com- 
plexity of modern governmental 
problems is appalling to those 
who share the responsibility. In

This would pay otf Germany's 
principal debtor and little difficulty 
is expected in satisfying the others, 
who would be pleased with any ex- 
cuse to withdraw their troops from 
the Rhine. 

London financial circles are satis- 
fied with the scheme but are in- 
clined to believe nothing can be 
done until the currency is stabil- 


ized. Mr. Schacht, president of the 
reichbank, arrived in London to- 
night to discuss the situation with 
Montagu Norman, governor of the 
Bank of England.

Morning and Afternoon Ses-

COST OF BEING RULED 
INSANE IS CHECKED UP 


Mrs. Eliza Lee Is Expected 
to Resume Testimony 
Started Monday. 


Witnesses have been summoned 
from Boston, Mass., Newport News, 
Va., and other distant places to ap- 
pear against Commissioner Fen- 
ning when hearings are resumed 
by the House judiciary subcommit- 
tee today. 

The committee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Dyer, of Missouri, plans 
to hold both morning and afternoon 
sessions today and an afternoon 
session tomorrow. 

In the meantime, members took 
advantage of the off day to check 
up just what it cost a war veteran 
for Mr. Fenning to have him de- 
clared a lunatic. All the costs at- 
tending this proceeding, it has been 
developed, were charged against 
the ward. 


Physicians Paid $20. 


Notarial fees, of which they are 
many in a case of the kind, formed 
one of the many items of expense. 
In most instances they went to Mr. 
Fenning’s office, while Frank Fi- 
notti, who had charge of the rec- 
ords concerning the veterans at 
St. Elizabeths hospital, also re- 
ceived some of them. 

In the earlier stages of his prac- 
tice it was Mr. Fenning’s wont to 
pay $10 or $20 to some physician 
at St. Elizabeths or one outside for 
testifying that the ward was insane. 
This, too, would be charged against 
the ward. Dr. W. A. White, when 
he became superintendent, however, 
directed that none of his physicians 
should receive these fees. 

All of the court costs, including 
the professional services by Mr. 
Fenning, formed one of the biggest 
items. 

All told, it cost the veteran about 
as much to be declared a lunatic as 
it did for him to be buried when he 
died. Should he subsequently be 
transferred from St. Elibazeths and 
Mr. Fenning wanted to visit him, 
there was the charge of traveling 
expenses. Mr. Fenning has testified 
that he tried to hold these expenses 
down, however. It was his practice 
not to visit the distant wards except 
when he had other business in the 
vicinity. Then he would only charge 
the ward for half of the expenses of 
the trip. 

It was the commissioner’s atti- 
tude before the House veterans’ 
committee that the business of hav- 
ing a ward declared insane was 
friendly to him, but even the Re- 
publicans on that committee ‘in- 
sisted that such action was ‘“an- 
tagonistic,’’ regardless of what 
might be the condition of the ward. 

Mrs. Eliza Lee, mother of the 
ward, Roley Lee, whose guardian- 
ship has been relinquished by Mr. 
Fenning, is to resume the stand 
today. She is to tell of what has 
now come to be called the commis- 
sioner’s after-hours business, from 
which he receives an income from 
world ' war veterans alone of be- 
tween $15,000 and $20,000. Asked 
by the veterans’ committee how he 
took care of his wards Bow that he 
is a District commissioner, Mr. 
Fenning. said he worked at nights 
and on Sundays, now and then, 
he would go to St. Elizabeths to 
see them. 

Mrs. Lee testifled Monday that 
whenever she would go to Mr. Fen- 
ning’s office his vast business 
seemed to be in the hands of a 
stenographer.

Sigwart Reed, an architect, in- 
dicted in this city on a charge of 
bigamy, failed to appear yesterday 
before United States Commissioner 
Wilson at Trenton, N. J. in a requi- 
sition proceedings, and the cash 
bond of $10,000 posted by his 
present wife was declared forfeited, 
according to word received here. 

According to the indictment 
Reed had a wife in’ Chicago and 
one in Germany before'he married 
the widow of Adolph Gobel, wealthy 
meat packer of Brooklyn. The 
marriage to the Mrs. Gobel took 
place in this city. A warrant was 
sent from Washington and Reed 
was arrested on the palatial Goebel 
estate in New Jersey. His wife 
posted the bond for his appearance 
in Trenton but he is said to have 
chosen to disappear rather than be 
extradited. 


FREEDOM OF SLAYER 
OF POLICEMAN ASKED 


Collier Will Be Brought Before 
Court Friday on Habeas 
Corpus Writ. 


John W. Collier, inmate of the 
Government Hospital for the In- 
sane, and former policeman in the 
Fifth precinct, who shot and killed 
Capt. William H. Matthews of that 
precinct on March 5, 1909, will be 
brought before Justice Hoehling in 
circuit court Friday, on a writ of 
habeas corpus sued out by his coun- 
sel, James P. Farmer. The writ 


attacks the right of Dr. Willlam 
A. White, superintendent of the 
hospital, to hold Collier in the ward 
for the criminal] insane. 

The former policeman was in- 
dicted on a charge of first degree 
murder, but the jury found him 
guilty of manslaughter, and a sen- 
tence of fifteen years in prison was 
imposed and has been served. Col- 
lier was sent to Leavenworth and 
was transferred to the Government 
Hospital for the Insane on Septem- 
ber 2, 1917, without a court order 
adjudging him insane, the petition 
for the writ states. 

The shooting of Capt. Matthews 
stirred the police department as 
no other incident ever did. Collier 
pleaded self-defense and contended 
that Matthews was about to shoot 
him first. The record shows that 
there had been several disagree- 
ments between Collier and Mat- 
thews prior to the shooting.

IN DANGER; SIGS 
FAVOR HOUSE PLAN 


Leaders in Position to De- 
mand That No Compro- 
mise Be Accepted. 


SENATE MAY REFUSE 
TO NAME CONFEREES 


Some Members of Lower 
Body Allege Bad Faith on 
Part of Employes. 


The government employes’ retire- 
ment bill, passed in different forms 
by the House and Senate, is in an 
extremely precarious position, it 
was developed yesterday. If any 
legislation at all is enacted at this 
session, it will be the administra- 
tion’s $1,000 maximum annuity 
plan, as opposed to the $1,200 max- 
imum annuity plan adopted by the 
Senate. 

In so far as the legislative situa- 
tion is concerned, the measure has 
passed wholly out of the hands of 
its original sponsors, Representa- 
tive Lehlbach, of New Jersey, and 
Senator Stanfield, of Oregon. That 
is, in so far as its future is con- 
cerned. 

The bill is in such a situation 
now that one adverse vote in the 
House can kill it under one proce- 
dure and under the other procedure 
it is absolutely within the control 
of House managers. 

The bill passed by the Senate is 
resting in the House hopper. Rep- 
resentative Lehlbach may call it up 
at any time, either for concurrence 
in the Senate plan or to ask that it 
be sent to conference. Inasmuch 
as the bill was passed in the House 
on the union calendar, one vote 
can block either request. 

The procedure which Mr. Lehl- 
bach undoubtedly will seek is to 
have the rules committee bring in 
a special rule by which the bill 
could be called up and committed to 
conference. No such rule will be 
brought in, however, unless the 
House managers have the assur- 
ance that the House conferees will 
return from the conference with the 
original House bill. 

On the other haga, the Senate 
conferees knowing ‘that the House 
conferees are unprepared to bargain 
in any form, may possibly take the 
attitude that a conference can serve 
no good and thus leave the matter 
in the air. 

Unfairness Charged. 


The attitude of some House lead- 
ers is that some one—the represen- 
tatives of the employes or other in- 
fluences—did not play fairly. The 
managers had made known definite- 
ly, according to their view, that the 
$1,200 maximum annuity plan and 
its lowered optional retirement age 
limits was out of the question at 
this session, and in an effort to en- 
act some legislation on the subject, 
the so-called administration bill 
was evolved. Under the impression 
that it was acceptable to all con- 
cerned, the managers say, they 
passed it in short order under a 


suspension of the rules. 


Then it developed, as the House 


managers see it, that advantage was 
taken of the situation in the Senate 


whereby the more liberalized bill 
was passed with a view, undoubted- 


ly, that if in the end this bill did not 


prevail, a compromise would be 


reached between the two measures.

Riff Chief Need No Longer Be 
Considered in War, 


French Believe. 


Paris, May 25 (By A. P.).—The 
French government will continue 
its program for the pacification of 
the Riff despite the vague request 
for a suspension of hostilities re- 
ceived from Abd-el-Krim, the Riffi- 
an leader, in the form of a letter 
delivered by a French doctor. 

The cabinet, after considering 
the letter today, decided it was too 
vague to be considered. 

It is understood that the Spanish 
government is in full accord with 
the French on this point.

It is reported from Lemberg that 
street rioting followed outdoor 
meetings today of the socialists and 
national democrats, the police hav- 
ing to use their clubs to restore 
order. A score of persons were in- 
jured, including three policemen. 


Revision of Laws Sought. 


Marshal Pilsudski, in his first 
joint interview with American news- 
papermen today, declared that he 
would demand that parliament re- 
vise more than 200 laws and unify 
the whole code of Polish law, to un- 
tangle the endless governmental red 
tape, and wipe out the bureaucracy 
which hampered the nation’s devel- 
opment. Poland’s foreign policy and 
the general principles of domestic 
administration, he added, would un- 
dergo no change. 

Beyond this the newspaper men 
could get little definite information 
from the marshal. At one point in 
the interview, he answered a ques- 
tion by saying: “You can not make 
me talk by throwing compliments at 
me.”’ and then he took refuge in his 
private office. His aid said: “When 
Pilsudski is president he will give 
another interview.” 

Asked about his intentions should 
parliament refuse to elect an agree- 
able president and decline to invest 
the president with the powers de- 
manded in the cabinet’s announce- 
ment yesterday, Pilsudski declared: 
“We'll see what ¥ do when we 
come to it.” ' 


Silent on French

Tentative ene Being Made 
to Spend $50,000,000 
Allotted to District. 


LAW DISTRIBUTES 
SUMS OVER 5 YEARS 


Political Ni ittene May 
Mean Temporary Delay 
in Washington. 


The $165,000,000 public build- 
ings bill is law, President Coolidge 
- having signed it vesterday. 

For buildings in tne District an 
appropriation of $50,000,000 is au- 
thorized to be expended over a five- 
vear period. 

Tentative plans for some. of the 
structures already have been pre- 
pared in the office of the supervis- 
ing architect of the Treasury, but 
changes may be made before specific 
recommendations are made to the 
. public buildings commission, which 
will direct the construction work 
here. 

Plans call for 
Commerce, Department 
‘buildings for the Department 


ment of State, internal revenue bu- 
reau of the Treasury Department 
and an archives building. 


Power for Cabinet Members. 


Building outside of the District, 
involving an expenditure of $115,- 
000,000, will be under superisvion 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, as- 
sisted by the Postmaster General, 
where postoffices are involved. 

Of the $115,000,000 to be spent 
outside Washington, $15,000,000 is 
to provide for buildings authorized 
in the last general buildings Dill 
passed by Congress in 1913. 

Tentative programs of construc- 
tion will be submitted to Secretary 
Mellon within a week by James A. 
Wetmore, supervising architect of 
the Treasury, it was said yester- 
day. Just what buildings and 
where these programs will call for 
first is problematical. Whatever 
program is decided on finally by 
Secretary Mellon and Postmaster 
General New after conferentes be- 
tween themselves and with Repub- 
lican party leaders it is subject to 
change in Congress when appropri- 
ations are requested for the pro- 
posed buildings. This check 
through appropriations Congress 
retained for itself. 


Capital Not Neglected. 


While officials declare that the 
new act is not to be permitted to 
develop into a ‘pork  barrel’’ 
political measure, it is inevitable 
that the construction program must 
vield to some degree to pressure 
from individual members and con- 
gzressional delegations in States 
where there will be close contests 
in the fall elections. 

Despite the fact that Washington 
is practically non-existent as a 
political factor, officials declare 
that it is not to be neglected, how- 
ever. The program which will be 
submitted to Secretary Mellon and 
Postmaster General New -will pro- 
vide for beginning construction of 
some of the public buildings in 
Washington immediately. 

“I believe that there will be every 
effort made to provide for the eco- 
nomical and proper expenditure of 
the $10,000,000 a year provided for 
Washington in the new act,” one of 
the Treasury officials in charge of 
the preparation of the program and 
plans for the buildings said. 

“The need for buildings in Wash- 
ington is very great and nothing 
very much could be gained for the 
rest of the country through delay 
in the building in the National Capi- 
tal, inasmuch as funds for these lat- 
ter buildings are specifically pro- 
vided for, separately and distinct 
from the general building fund.”’ 


Small Buildings First. 


It has been suggested, however, 
that the first building to be con- 
structed in the Capital is not to be 
one of the needed large buildings, 
but will include some of the smaller 
items. This question, however, is 
still to be determined. It seems 
likely, too, that building in Wash- 
ington may be delayed slightly 
while the architects devote their 
first efforts to the drafting of plans 
and preparation and letting of con- 
tracts for buildings in the States 
where their construction may prove 
of political importance. 

Whatever may be said of the sit- 
uation in Washington, however, it 
is certain that there will be consid- 
erable jockeying among members 
of Congress and administration sup- 
porters for preference in the con- 
struction of buildings in their own 
States and districts.

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TRADE WITH THE FAR EAST. 


Reports from the Department of Commerce 
show that total trade between the United 
States and the Far East during the first three 
months of this year advanced substantially 
in value of both exports and imports over the 
corresponding period last year. Exports to the 
Far East were valued at about $187,323,000. 
The United States sold the Orient more auto- 
mobiles, machinery and tobacco products, 
canned goods and iron and steel. Japan is 
the only country in:the Far East to buy less 
of the United States this year than last. 

In return the United States purchased about 
$444,2352,000 worth of commodities. This was 
an increase of about $130,908,000 over the 
same period in 1925. Asia furnished about 
35 per cent of these imports, Japan ranking 
second, with India third. The leading com- 
modities imported from the Orient are, raw 
silk, silk fabrics, tea, camphor, raw jute, 
burlap and shellac, besides large quantities of 
vegetable oils and peanuts. From the Philip- 
pines come cocoanut products and sugar.

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THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 

The famous Brooklyn bridge, spanning the 
East river between New York and Brooklyn, 
celebrated its forty-third anniversary on Mon- 
day. It is still regarded as one of the greatest 
engineering and structural accomplishments of 
the last half century, though since it was 
opened other great bridges have been thrown 
across the river, the tunnels under the river 
have been built, and skyscrapers have reared 
their heads more than 40 stories high on the 
island of Manhattan. Nevertheless it is in- 
teresting to note a few observations about the 
historic Brooklyn span by Commissioner Al- 
bert Goldman, who was but ten months old 
when the bridge was opened. 

When the Brooklyn bridge was proposed in 
1870 the project was considered a drean. It 
took thirteen years to overcoma the financial, 
engineering and political obstacles. Brooklyn 
was then a city of 500,000; today it is a bor- 
ough of Greater New York with a population 
of 2,225,000, the most populous borough of the 
greater city. 

Recently the bridge was painted and the 
roadways reconstructed. ‘Traffic has increased 
from 3,500 to 10,000 vehicles a day. ‘The 
greatest number of persons crossing the bridge 
on any one day was on October 24, 1997, when 
426,298 went over it. Todayvonly one-third of

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THE CONSUMER PAYS. 

Shortly after the miners’ of anthracite 
returned to work following the long strike the 
operators indignantly denied that an attempt 
would be made to pass the cost of the strike 
on to the consumer. The strike was settled 
on February 18. Since that date the average 
weekly production of anthracite has been 
2,000,000 tons. 

For many years past it has been the custom 
cf coal dealers to announce that beginning 
with the first of April the “customary reduc- 
tion of 50 cents per ton’’ on all domestic sizes 
of anthracite would go into effect. This re- 
duced price was for the purpose of inducing 
the consumer to lay in his winter’s supply of 
fuel during the second quarter of the year. 
The plan has been effective, much to the bene- 
fit of the dealer, as well as the householder. 
But this year there was no such announce- 
ment made at the beginning of April, and no 
reduction in price has been offered. 

During April, May and June there will be 
produced, and probably sold, 26,000,000 tons 
of anthracite in the United States. The 
Post is not in the confidence of the coal opera- 
tors and is not advised of the cost of the late 
strike to those operators, but if the consumer 
pays 50 cents more per ton during the cur- 
rent quarter of this calendar year than he paid 
last year, and buys an equal tonnage, it will 
be necessary to demonstrate that the operators 
lost more than $13,000,000 through the strike 
if the operators expect the consumer to believe 
that the cost has not been passed along.

ERNE Se SIL aN 
REVENUE FROM THE TARIFF. 

From present indications the revenue from 
the tariff by the end of this fiscal year will 
exceed $575,000.000; perhaps reach something 
like $580,000,000. _The previous high-water 
mark of customs recéipts was $562,000,000 
in 1923. Treasury eo oy predict that the 
customs receipts this fiscal year will surpass 
any previous year by at least $30,000,000, or 
about $25,000,000 more than the excess pre- 
dicted by the budget. 

It is not expected that the recent strike in 
Great Britain will have any appreciable effect 
on customs receipts this year. Prosperous 
conditions in the United States account for the 
very large receipts from customs, since the 
American people have the money to spend. 
These large receipts from customs are a sur- 
prise to some who predicted that higher im- 
port duties would check imports and prevent 
foreign debtor countries from paying any of 
This increase in 
customs receipts has taken place on dutiable 
commodities, and has nothing to do with arti- 
cles on the free list. 

Foreign trade figures for the ten months 
ended with April show imports aggregating 
more than $4,809,000,000 in value, an increase 
of some $638,000,000 over the same period 
last year; while exports were valued at $4,059,- 
000,000, a decline of about $101,000,000 as 
compared with last year.

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CLEANING UP THE CAPITAL. 


The movement started by a number of prom- 
inent citizens of Washington to improve health 
conditions in Washington by cleaning up the 
squalid holes that exist in some sections should 
have, and doubtless will have, the support of 
all citizens. Representative Rathbone, of Illi- 
nois, who has manifested a keen interest in the 
welfare of Washington, described some parts of 
the city as ‘‘pest lanes’’ that breed disease, and 
pledged his support as a member of Congress 
and the District committee to have them wiped 
out. William Mather Lewis, president of 
George Washington university, gave his un- 
qualified indorsement to the proposed crusade. 
Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, of the National Re- 
search council, declared that cities like Balti- 
more, New York, Norfolk and Wilmington in 
the matter of health standards far surpassed 
Washington. Arthur C. Moses and John Ihider, 
officers of the Washington Council of Social 
Agencies, spoke in similar vein, and Miss Ger- 


jrude Bowling, chairman of the health com- 


‘mittee and head of the instructive visiting 
nurses, called attention to the urgent need of 
clinics and more hospitals here. With 66,000 
school children, she said, there are only ten 
nurses and part-time physicians who examine. 
John Dolph suggested that the time had come 
when there should be something more done 
than merely talking about the conditions. 

Apparently Mr. Dolph’s suggestion is to be 
followed, for Mr. Moses was authorized to ap- 
point a committee to act as an advisory group 
to investigate the health problem. Frequent 
criticism of the health conditions in Washing- 
ton, and particularly in the matter of providing 
proper surroundings in the public schools, has 
bé6n made recently.

Therefore it 
is apparent that while the purchasing power of 
the consumer’s dollar has fallen, the employ- 
er’s dollar has shrunk still more because of the 
higher wages paid.

Atlantic City, N. J.. May 25 (By 
A. P.).—Friction which may have 
existed between the National Coun- 


cil of Women and the General Fede- 
ration of Women’s clubs, now in bi- 
ennial session here, will be elimi- 
nated, it is believed, as a result of 
a report received today by the gen- 
eral federation directorate. 

It was to the effect that pursuant 
to action taken by the directorate 
of the national council in New 
York, in February, that body would 
hereafter serve as a clearing house 
for actions initiated by its subsid- 
ijary organizations. No action will 
be taken by the national council 
which will conflict with the polli- 
cies or purposes of its auxiliaries. 

The report was made on behalf 
of Dr. Daleria Parker, president of 
the national council, who was un- 
able to be present. The national 
council is made up of 40 organiza- 
tions, 

Dr. Clara B. Burdette, of Los An- 
geles, general federation corre- 
spondent for foreign and Territorial 
clubs, announced the decision in 
executive session of the directorate. 

Promise of a heated battle on the 
floor over the power of the federa- 
tion to bind the State organizations 
was given today in many quarters. 
Leaders of the proposed revolt 
claimed they had strength in 30 of 
the 48 States, although there was 
no assertion that they could dom- 
inate or control the vote of any 
State. 

A statement by Mrs. Edna Frank- 
lin White, of Indianapolis, a vice 
president of the federation, that 
‘“‘only the Louisville club needs to 
be spanked” indicated the extent to 
which officers of the federation 
thought the movement would 
spread. 

Five thousand women met here 
tonight to open the greatest forum 
ever held on the subject touching 
millions of lives behind them, the 
American home.

Labor Leader Speaks. 


William Green, 
American Federation of Labor, 
likewise stressed the affinity be- 
tween labor and the church. 

“The Bible states that thk€ com- 
mon people heard the teachings of 
the Master gladly,”’ he said, ‘‘so, it 
seems, the Baptist denomination 
has ever made a strong appeal to 
the masses of the people. Its mem- 
bership has been drawn from the 
ranks of the. working people who 
seemed to be attracted to the teach- 
ings and doctrine of this great de- 
nomination. 


“As the representative of the 
great organized labor movement, I 
present to you some of the out- 
standing reasons why there must 
be an understanding between the 
church and labor. 


“First, they are both of the peo- 
ple. Their membership. is drawn 
from the masses of the common 
people. Second, both are idealistic 
in character and are founded upon 
the innermost feelings of the heart 
and mind. Third, they both seek to 
promote the moral, spiritual tand 
cultural welfare of the peop 
Fourth, both organizations are seek- 
ing to find a solution of social and 
industrial problems. Fifth, both 
are endeavoring .to raise the stan- 
dard of living and standard of cit- 
izenship.’’ 


Asks Cooperation. 


“Let us strive together, the 
church and organized labor, in 
making the lives of the people 
brighter and better, in bringing 
both material and spiritual bless- 
ings into their lives and into their 
homes, Let us unite in a common 
effort, developing a citizenship of 
such a high standing as to guaran- 
tee the perpetuity of American prin- 
ciples and American institutions.’’ 


A Federal department of educa- 
tion was denounced by President 
John W. Million, of Des Moines 
college, Iowa, who said that was 
an attempt to ‘‘Prussianize the 
American intellect.’’

New York, May 25.—Although 
fo official announcement was made 
of the fact, it was learned on good 
authority today that the United 
Cigar Stores Co. of America is con- 


templating the distribution of an 
®xtra dividend on its common stock. 
Capitalization of’ United Cigar 
Stores consists of $45,547,588 com- 
mon stock and less than $5,000,000 
preferred. There is $60,000,000 in 
common stock authorized, of which 
$15,000,000 is in the treasury of 
the company. 

From these figures it was decided 
that a stock dividend in common 
Stock of as much as 10 to 15 per 


. cent might be distributed. The com- 


pany had a net profit and loss sur- 
Plus at the end of 1925 amounting 
to $13,000,000, or almost the same 
figure as the unissued stock. 

It was learned that the company 
has recently caused a survey of its 
real estate holdings to be made, and 
that this revealed a value of $36,- 
£00,000 in realty values that had 
never been capitalized, and not been 
represented in the surplus account. 

On this basis the surplus could be 
increased, it was stated, to approxi- 
mately $49,000,000, or more: than 
the equivalent of the common stock 
outstanding.

The figures revealed by the 
realty survey were credited with 


_ having brought up the feasibility 


of an extra dividend, as it has al- 
Ways been the policy of the cigar 
stores. management to allow its 
stockholders to participate regu- 
larly in the growth of the company, 
rather than to accumulate heavy 
Burpluses and hold them over a 
long period of years. 

United Cigar Stores common now 
pays $2 in cash and 5 per cent in 
stock annually. Several months 
ago it was annunced that the ma- 
jority of the stock was owned by 
the Tobacco Products Corporation. 
This latter company benefits by 
extra distributions and its stock ad- 
Vanced several points on the stock 
exchange today along with United 
Cigar Stores common. 
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While the oils seem to cause the 
greatest flare up in the public’s 
imagination, solid buying which 
furnished the foundation for the 
advance was found in the rails. 
This was of both institutional and 
investment character. There is solid 
ground for Wall street’s partiality 
for the rail stocks at this time.

Throughout the Circuit Mr. Grauman expects to 
give each picture a novel presentation and artistic 
surroundings such as have led to an unparalleled 
record of -picture runs in his Hollywood theatre (8 
pictures only in 3)%4 years) and have made for him his 
great reputation on the Pacific Coast. 


So far as practicable, he expects to run each picture 
(a) simultaneously in all the theatres of the Circuit, 
(b) for a run of four weeks, (c) ‘‘continuously” during 
the day and (d) with a box-office price of $1 top.

The most practical form, bank 
ers say, would be one-year certifi 
cates of indebtedness. They believe 
that $300,000,000 of such obliga 
tions bearing interest at the rat: 
of 3% per cent could be easil: 
floated. ¢ 

The government is confronted 
with heavy financing within the 
next three weeks. Treasury certiti- 
cates. series TJ-1926 to the amount 
of $90,289,000, and series TJ-2, to- 
taling $243,434,000, mature on 
June 15. Three months later the 
government will have to provide for 
the maturity of $415,000,000 series 
B-1926 notes. On December 165 se- 
ries TD-1926, totaling $415,000,- 
000, will mature. 

The government will disburse in_ 
interest on June 15, $33,520,000 on 
first Liberty 3%s and $21,000,000 
on Treasury 4s. Tax payments are 
expected to balance payments to a 
large extent. 

The Treasury also will receive ap- 
proximately $88,500,000 on foreign + 
debt payments, of which $70,000.- 
000 will be interest on the British 
debt. 

Utilities Issues Active,

Hoff declined 
to take part in a track meet 
in San Francisco and in con- 
sequence his host, for that is 
what the A. A. U. is in a sense, 
forbade him to engage in any 
further competition. 

Officials of the A. A. U. are 
always tremendously shocked 
when it is suggested that some 
of this country’s athletic guests 
are receiving financial remu- 
neration for their appearances. 
The A. A. U. whitewashed 
Paavo Nurmi in short order, 


but has never explained the 
meaning of the term ‘coaxing 


inducements” which the Fin- 
nish runner used in picturing 
the methods employed in this 
country. 

Charges that Hoff has prof- 
ited by his trip to the United 
States have been made, but the 
verdict of the A. A. U. was
